PROGRESS IN RESEARCH 


A$’ the year 1951 drew to its close, the country once again 

found itself confronted with a financial and economic 
crisis, and once again the building programme has had to 
be temporarily interrupted. The main object has been to 
reduce the load on the building industry so as to enable work 
now in hand to be completed more quickly. The building 
industry cannot, however, afford to sit back in the belief 
that when this adjustment is complete all will be well; it 
must ask itself a number of questions. First, it needs to 
consider whether the time may not be approaching when the 
cost of building will reach such a prohibitive level as per- 
manently to reduce the programme ; that would obviously be 
a disaster for the industry and the country as a whole, but 
it may nevertheless happen. The future of the building 
industry is inevitably linked with that of the whole national 
economy, an economy which is showing unmistakable signs 
of obsolescence. If this country is to maintain its present 
standards of living and social services on the basis of a popula- 
tion of 50 millions, then every industry will have to improve 
its efficiency and productivity to a very. substantial degree. 
In the building industry, in particular, there will need to be 
greater awareness of the importance of scientific research and 
a greater willingness to use the results of research 


The Building Research Board’s report for 1950* which has 
just been published—and once again may we ask why so late ? 
—clearly indicates the possibilities which research opens up 
for the building industry. ‘The 1950 report, in fact, gives a 
better picture of these possibilities than did the reports for 
previous years, because in April, 1950, responsibility for the 
economic and sociological research previously carried out by 
the Ministry of Works was transferred to the B.R.S. The 
phrase “economic and sociological research”’ covers much 
work of a practical nature. To quote from the report :— 

‘*'The new work is divided into two broad groups, the one con- 
cerned with building development and the other with user require- 
ments. The former covers investigations, both technical and 
economic, of the mechanisation of building operations, of building 
methods and particularly of novel techniques, some additional 
development work on building components, and studies of produc- 
tivity and costs in building. The work on user requirements 
involves the study of the use which is made of buildings and the way 
in which they meet the needs of their occupants.” 

On mechanisation the report says that builders are showing 
an increased interest in the potentialities of mechanical plant 
as an aid in building operations and asa means of reducing 
costs. The B.R.S. regard the actual development of plant as 
primarily the responsibility of the manufacturer, but they 
consider that there is a wide field for investigations which 
can both assist the plant designer and guide the builder. 
This obviously is work of the highest importance which may 
well lead to practical results in the comparatively near future. 


In our opinion, however, greater significance attaches to 
the work on materials. Many of the industry’s post-war 
difficulties have been due to shortage of materials, and even 
when these have been overcome it will be necessary to ensure 
that supplies of materials keep pace with increases in pro- 
ductivity due to mechanisation and improvements in 
technique. The B.R.S. report makes it clear that much 
useful work is being done on materials, but we attach such 
importance to this aspect of research that we think it should 
be extended. This may not be possible yet awhile in view 
of the Station’s shortage of trained staff, but some of the work 
on user requirements seems much less important and we 
wonder whether staff could be transferred from this work to 
further investigations on materials. 

Some of the work on materials is now showing handsome 
results. The work on prestressed concrete, in particular, 
appears to have reached an advanced stage and is of great 
importance in view of the saving in steel and concrete com- 
pared with normal reinforced concrete. It is considered that

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the industry has now reached a stage where it is able to 
undertake further development on prestressed concrete units ; 
accordingly the B.R.S. will not now undertake the develop- 
ment of specific structural units unless it cannot readily be 
done by industry, but will concentrate on studies designed to 
give the manufacturer and user more basic information. 


Another useful piece of work which seems to have reached 
an advanced stage relates to the design of steel frames as rigid 
structures. It is well known that substantial economies can 
be achieved by this method, but the complete mathematical 
analysis which is required is too complex to be usable for 
design purposes, and the simplified methods available in the 
past were subject to a wide margin of error. A major study 
on this subject has now been completed, and this has led to the 
development of a design method which is simple enough for 
working use and at the same time accurate enough to yield 
substantial economies in steel. 


Finally, we may mention the work on the control of concrete 
quality. ‘There is a considerable scope for improvement in 
the general level of concrete work, and a general raising of the 
standard of workmanship and supervision could lead to a 
substantial saving in cement as well as other benefits. ‘The 
B.R.S. report, however, adds that this question is ceasing to 
be primarily a research problem and becoming one of educa- 
tion. This raises the whole question of the industry’s 
willingness and ability to put the results of all this research 
work into practical effect. The technical ability of individual 
firms and personnel is of the highest, but there isa lack of any 
national organisation sponsored by the industry for the 
dissemination of up-to-date information and for undertaking 
further development projects. Until the building industry 
sets up such an organisation—and in the initiative stage it 
need not be costly—the work of the Building Research Station 
cannot have its full effect. In its own interest, as well as that 
of the country, the industry should deal with this problem 
urgently. 


THE FUTURE OF LONDON 


[NX our issue of December 14 last, we gave a summary of 

the Development Plan for London, which was submitted 
as a 20-year programme to the County Council on Decem- 
ber 18, and was then approved by that body. The 
plan was on comprehensive lines and showed many advan- 
tages; indeed, as it assumed an expenditure of {£27m. 
per annum, a valid return must be anticipated from a budget 
of this scale. The report and the plans illustrating it are 
based on more than ro years of the study of London’s 
varied problems and much of the work is devoted to co- 
ordinating these. 


The report suffers from its definite limitation to the L.C.C. 
area, though it has, of course, to take into consideration the 
work at present in hand in Greater London and in the satellite 
towns around it, and the scheme therefore caters for an 
ultimate population of 3,150,000, which would be some 
380,000 less than at present, an overspill to be provided for 
outside. This reduction is desirable to provide more open 
space for traffic, education and other purposes, but plans 
showing the readjustments of the population, though offering 
many local improvements, do not indicate any general change 
in principle. 

Despite the fact (or perhaps owing to it) that consultations 
have been limited to the authorities of the City and Metro- 
politan Boroughs, the programme seems to have been 
governed by well-recognised town planning ideas and has 
not gone farther afield in seeking to offer solutions to the prob- 
lems such as the grave difficulties might justify. Some of 
these could only be solved by the aid of reorganising and 
co-ordinating the various forms of traffic and transport and 
by a bold effort to give independent facilities to wheeled 
vehicles and pedestrians. Such matters have received close 
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attention in unofficial circles but have not got beyond these 
owing to the reluctance of other Ministries to co-operate 
with the authorities in charge of town planning. 

It is particularly regrettable that the work of the Architects’ 
Group on the development of London has never found a 
place in official plans, for though perhaps going beyond what 
could be regarded as immediately practicable it was based 
on broad general principles and hinted at _Ragnenenen that 
have so far been ignored. The reports and p/ans prepared by 
voluntary groups did make an effort to bring all planning 
factors in relationship with each other, while the official ones 
persist in adopting an attitude so independent as in somie cases 
to be almost valueless. 

We cannot, however, at the present time point to any 
systematic planning scheme that is adequate to meet the needs 
of our large urban agglomerations : such planning demands 
a type of study more scientific than has hitherto been devoted 
to it. A series of ingenious expedients such as we have had 
so far has not given us safe and wholesome cities nor a pros- 
pect of them in the future ; our problems are being studied 
too superficially. It is time we regarded planning as a 
definite science, starting from more basic principles, both 
physical and psychological, than it has thought necessary to 
demand up to the present. 


Some would like to see all the troubles arising out of the 
present forms of social aggregation set out clearly and defini- 
tively before a selected group of our leading scientists who 
would be able to indicate to competent administrators more 
profitable lines of approach towards the hoped-for Elysium than 
they are following at present. Does this attitude appear too 
fanciful ? Why should it? The amazing advances of science 
in many other directions suggest that the demands of planning, 
though complex, are far less so than many of the other ques- 
tions that have met with successful solutions in recent years. 
London, not to speak of other great cities, has problems that 
justify more study than they have yet received.

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ROYAL GOLD MEDAL FOR 
ARCHITECTURE 


Award to Mr. G. Grey Wornum 


a? a Council meeting of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects held on December 11, 1951, Mr. G. Grey 
Wornum, F.R.I.B.A., was elected by the members as a fit 
recipient of the Royal Gold Medal for Architecture for the 
year 1952. His Majesty the King has approved the award, 
and the medal will be presented to Mr. G. Grey Wornum at 
the General Meeting of the Royal Institute on Tuesday, 
April 1, at 6 p.m. 


The medal was presented last year to Mr. E. Vincent 
Harris, O.B.E., R.A., F.R.I.B.A. 


Mr. Grey Wornum was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects in 1923 and was a Vice-Presi- 
dent for 1950-51. From ‘1929-30 he was president of the 
Architectural Association and is a director of the Building 
Centre. In 1938 he won the London Architecture Bronze 
Medal. He is an Honorary Corresponding Member of the 
American Institute of Architects. In describing his work the 
late Professor Reilly said of him, ‘“‘ Wornum is himself a 
craftsman as well as an architect, with an inherited love of 
making things.” 

Mr. Grey Wornum has designed many different types of 
buildings but probably his best known is that for the head- 
quarters of the Royal Institute of British Architects in Port- 
land-place. This building was the subject of a competition 
in 1932 and Mr. Wornum’s design was adjudged best from 
amongst 284 entries received from all parts of the world. 
In 1948 a sculptured bust of Mr. Grey Wornum designed by 
Mr. Charles Wheeler, R.A., was presented to the Institute 
by Mr. Edward Maufe, R.A., M.A., F.R.I.B.A., himself a 
Gold Mediallist. 


Mr. Grey Wornum is the one hundred and third recipient 
of the medal. In the past, approximately one-third of those 
to receive the award have been foreigners. 


MR. WORNUM’S CAREER 


Mr. Grey WornuM was born in 1888. His maternal 
great-grandmother was a Riviére, a Huguenot family which 
has produced five generations of painters. His paternal 
grandfather was R. N. Wornum, Keeper of the National 
Gallery and compiler of the Gallery’s first catalogue. 


After school at Bradfield College, Mr. Wornum spent a 
year at the Slade, and was then articled to his uncle R. Seldon 
Wornum, F.R.I.B.A. During 1906 and 1909 he attended the 
Architectural Association evening school where he won a 
bronze and silver medal and a travelling studentship. After 
working with Messrs. Simpson and Ayrton for a year he set 
up his own practice in 1911 at the age of 23. His first jobs 
were altering city premises and designing. work for the Duke 
of Santo Mauro in Spain. For a number of years he was 
Reader to Herbert Batsford and editor of some 5,000 plates, 
photographs and excerpts from old books for a series of books 
on architectural details, chiefly of the eighteenth century. 


At the start of the 1914-18 war, Mr. Wornum served 
with the Artists Rifles and then with the Durham Light 


Infantry. He was wounded on the Somme, losing his right 
eye. After the war he went into partnership with Mr. P. D. 


Hepworth, F.R.I.B.A., and with him did much alteration work 
in the City and West End. Subsequently he went into 
partnership with Mr. Louis de Soissons, A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
and did much domestic work. With Mr. de Soissons he was 
appointed architect to a majority of the schemes for the Haig 
Memorial Homes, and designed schemes at Morden, Liver- 
pool, Sheffield, Warrington and Penzance. Also with Mr. 
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THE ROYAL GOLD MEDALLIST, Mr. G. Grey Wornum, FRIBA. 


de Soissons, his was among the six premiated designs for the 
Masonic Memorial Competition, an example of the type of 
vertical planning subsequently employed in the R.I.B.A. 
design.

Ships : First-class accommodation for R.M.S. Queen Elizabeth. 

Shops : For Gas, Light and Coke Company at Leytonstone ;

In 1938 he designed the Highways Depot for the City of West- 
minster—a central refuse depot costing £220,000 for which he was 
awarded the London Architecture Bronze Medal.

THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL 


The Royal Gold Medal for the promotion of Architecture, insti- 
tuted by Queen Victoria in 1848 and continued by King Edward VII, 
King George V, King Edward VIII, and by his present Majesty 
King George VI, is conferred annually on some distinguished 
architect or man of science or letters who has designed or executed 
a building of high merit, or produced a work tending to promote 
or facilitate the knowledge of architecture or the various branches of 
science connected therewith.

THE ROYAL GOLD MEDALLIST 
HE APPROVAL by the King of the 
recommendation that the Royal Gold 
Medal for Architecture be awarded to 


Mr. Grey Wornum, will be greeted 
with enthusiasm. Mr. Wornum is _ that 
rarish bird—an architect who is also 


an artist. His R.I.B.A. building is, in 
the opinion of competent judges, at once 
a masterly example of planning under 
difficult circumstances and a decorative 
triumph which, after nearly twenty years, 
fires the imagination and evokes admira- 
tion. Mr. Wornum’s work is not all 
monumental; his early buildings were 
houses, and his interests range from 
fabric design to ship decoration. All 
he has done is instinct with that un- 
definable quality which is the mark of the 
great architect. That the Royal Academy 
have never elected him to their number 
remains a mystery ; that the R.I.B.A. has 
now paid him the highest honour in its 
gift is entirely proper and we congratulate 
him and hope that improved health may 
attend him when he comes from California 
next March to receive the medal at the 
President’s hands.

ARCHITECTS: Formal approval was given to 
the admission of the Federation of Malaya 
Society of Architects to alliance with the 
Royal Institute under the provisions of Bye- 
law 69. 

HOUSING PROGRAMME: On the recom- 
mendation of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning and Housing Committee, the Council 
approved Tepresentations being made _ to 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land urging them to advocate the employ- 
ment of architects on private development 
housing, in conformity with the general 
policy expressed in the Housing Manuals 
in regard to local authority housing. 

INCOME TAX ALLOWANCES: The Council 


approved a memorandum of evidence sub- 
mitted 


to the Royal Commission on the 





Taxation of Profits and Income, which had 
been prepared by the Salaried and Official 
Architects’ Committee. The substance of 
the memorandum was that membership 
subscriptions and; registration fees should 
be admitted for allowances of income tax 
under Schedule E in the case of salaried 
architects without the requirement of any 
certificates from the employing authority. 

CHURCH ASSEMBLY: REPAIR OF CHURCHES 
COMMISSION: The Council approved a 
memorandum of evidence submiited to the 
Commission on the Repair of Churches, set 
up by the Church Assembly, and appointed 
the Sub-Committee who had prepared the 
memorandum, Messrs. Arthur Bailey (F), 
A. B. Knapp-Fisher (F) and Charles Wood- 
ward (A) to give oral evidence to the Com- 
mission. 

DESIGN OF STANDARDISED ARTICLES: The 
Council completed their review of policy in 
regard to the design of standardised articles, 
and in particular the extent to which stand- 
ard specifications should be permitted to pre- 
scribe design. The following statement of 
policy on this matter has been formulated 
and approved by the Council :— 

“ The Institute is not opposed to standard- 
isation as such. It is not opposed to the 
formulation of standard designs for fittings 
and components, the form and dimensions 
of which would not dictate the design of 
the ultimate composition. | Even in more 
important details such as windows, the design 
of which must have a considerable effect on 
the ultimate composition, the Institute, while 
averse to the standardisation of design in 
general, recognises the limitations of modern 
manufacturing requirements and will give 
guidance on the standardisation of such 
details in a manner to admit of the greatest 
possible variety in combination, and provided 
always that the present official position is 
maintained, namely, that the use of British 
Standards is not obligatory.” 


LLOYD'S NEW BUILDING 
A Provisional Design 


THE NEW BUILDING for Lloyd’s, a 
photograph of a model of which is on 
this page, will provide much-needed 
accommodation for the members addi- 
tional to the building in Leadenhall- 
street, designed in 1928 by the late Sir 
Edwin Cooper. In the new building, 
the architect of which is Mr. T. E. 
Heysham, F.R.I.B.A., the Underwriting 
Room will have the form of an elongated 
rectangle, taking up the extent of the site 
from Billiter-street to Lime-street. A 
gallery will be built on all sides, and the 
central area roofed with glass. Closely 
spaced round-headed windows, the full 
height of the room, will be let into all 
four walls, and will form a continuous run. 
Above the north gallery will be raised a 
six-storey block, connecting with wings 
of a similar height above the east and west 
galleries. Two storeys only will be 
built over the south gallery, so that in its 
southern aspect the form of the building 
will be characterised by a stepped reces- 
sion between the east and west wings. 
The main entrance will be from Lime- 
street at the north-east corner, Mr. 
Heysham’s scheme being to concentrate 
access to the building as a whole on the 
north side in order to give the greatest 
amount of well-lit underwriting space in 
the room itself. The bridge between 
the two buildings will run at first-floor 
level, and will be situated to connect 
with the lift and stairs at the 3-4, Lime- 
street entrance of the existing building. 
It is hoped that Lloyd’s new home will 
be ready in some four years’ time. 
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The decorative features of this modern bridge in the centre of the city merge easily into 


the old buildings which surround it. 


It is worth noting, incidentally, that the bridge is obviously 


designed to be seen from the ground and not from the water. In fact, the actual span of the 


bridge, seen in silhouette, is not at all striking. 


This intention to please the eye of the passer- 


by is even more marked on bridges built in the new suburbs. 


BRIDGE STATUES OF AMSTERDAM

HE city of Amsterdam has within its 

boundaries some 500 bridges, of which 
more than 300 have been built, enlarged 
or rebuilt since 1917. During that time 
one architect, Piet Kramer, B.N.A., has 
been associated with the engineer in 
charge of the Bridges Section of 
Amsterdam’s Public Works Department 
in the design of almost every new bridge. 


Kramer is an out-and-out Amsterdam- 
mer. In his work he reflects the town’s 
age-old tradition for decorative architec- 
ture, for providing the passer-by with 
something pleasant at which to stand and 
stare. He makes considerable use of 
forged ironwork ; very few of the patterns 
for the handrails are ever used more than 
once. He also employs the decorative 


even line a 


brickwork at which the Dutch excel. But 
most of all he uses statues and stone- 
carvings; these are apt to appear in 
almost any position on the bridge. Some- 
times they replace plain stone caps on 
brickwork, sometimes they grow whimsic- 
ally out of walls that form part of, or are 
associated with, a bridge; at one point they 
small waterside garden 
stretching between two bridges. But 
mostly, of course, they are placed on 
upward continuations of the bridge piers, 
often raised into high pedestals or pillars. 


As for the subjects of the statues, they 
may be purely fanciful, as in the juggling 
seals or the Jonah in the whale’s mouth 
illustrated here; they may have some 


allegorical significance (often known only 


This typical “ histori- 
cal”’ whimsy decorates 
Europe’s widest single 
bascule, at the end of 
the road called _ the 
“© Overtoom.”

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to Kramer, the sculptor and their imme- 
diate circles), as in the case of the horse 
leaping on to the child’s back and the 
babies that look like Siamese twins; or 
they may refer to some historical event 
with which the locality is connected, in 
which case the point of the statues will be 
perfectly clear to every Amsterdammer, 
for they are immensely proud of their 
town and study its history intently. 


With very few exceptions the statues. 
have been executed by Hildo Krop, on 
the basis of subjects and outlines laid down 
by Kramer. Perhaps nothing could 
illustrate the strength of Amsterdam’s 
tradition of architectural ornamentation 
than the fact that Krop has been for years 
the city’s official sculptor. 








This striking statue dominates one of the 
most attractive corners of the new~ South 
suburb. It has an allegorical meaning. The 
child represents innocent humanity, playing care- 
lessly with the troubles and dangers (as seen in 
the horse’s hoofs) which seem about to over- 
whelm it. The same theme is the subject of the 
two statues on a nearby bridge, connected to 
the one in this picture by a strip of waterside 
garden. The brick wall, leading off the pedestal 
to the left, runs down the bank to the water’s 
edge and ends in the delightful little composition 
seen below. 
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The strip of waterside garden, shown to the left—much favoured by mothers out for an 
afternoon’s walk with their children—is lined with statues of children playing with animals, 
of which this ts one. 


Built in the West suburb, the bridge shown below has a wealth of decoration. The actual 
span of the bridge is just visible on the right of the picture, but this footway was designed 
as part of the bridge. Apart from the juggling seals, the stones on the left of the steps are 
inscribed, on the faces seen in the picture G-E-B-O-U-W-D (‘ Built”) and on the faces 
that look towards the steps I-N-’T-F-A-A-R (‘‘in the year”) with the date at the top 
facing the road. After curving inwards through 90 deg., the wall that carries the seals 
ends with a delicious representation of Fonah in the whale’s mouth. The teardrop in the 
whale’s eye is a later addition by the local children. 


‘““ The Builders” is the subject of an end-piece for a wall on the other side of the sare 
bridge (bottom, right). ‘‘ That'll teach ’em to ask for an extra sixpence’”’ is reported to have 
been the comment of a British architect on seeing this carving for the first time. 
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These two rather surprising pieces of statuary—surprising, in view of the Dutch tendency to primness—are to be seen on a bridge at the edge of

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L.C.C. HOUSING DEVELOPMENT, LAWSON STREET, SOUTHWARK 


SIR JOHN BURNET, TAIT AND PARTNERS, ARCHITECTS 


HE L.C.C. housing committee 
have approved a scheme pre- 
pared by Sir John Burnet, Tait 
and Partners, architects for the 
development of the Lawson-street 
site, Southwark, under the general 
direction of the council’s Director 
of Housing and Valuer. 


The scheme is designed to

achieve a satisfactory balance be- 
tween two needs ; on the one hand 
to maintain the zoned density of 
development and thus ensure that 
the site makes its maximum contri- 
bution to solving London’s great 
housing problem, and on the other 
hand to apply modern ideas of 
design and local planning in order 


that the layout shall be as open as 
possible and the scheme as a whole 
convenient for the tenants and 
pleasing and varied in character. 
The area to be developed is 
g.32 acres in extent, and sites have 
been reserved for a nursery school, 
two public houses, and a church. 
Where necessary, provision has

been made for widening Great 
Dover-street to 70 ft. There will be 
36 flats in one 1o-storey block, 167 
flats and 84 maisonettes in nine 
blocks ranging from three to six 
storeys in height, 19 houses, a 
block of five shops, a clubroom, two 
laundries, three garages, a trans- 
former station. and a_ children’s 
fitted playground. There will also 
be g2 tenants’ storage sheds, and 
31 tenants’ stores within the blocks. 
Lifts will be provided in the blocks 
of flats which are five or more 
storeys high. 

Cottages have been included in 
the scheme in deference to repre- 
sentations of an association of local 
residents, a deputation from whom 
was received by the Leader of the 
council and the chairman of the 
town planning committee in July 
last. The area is zoned for develop- 
ment at a density of 136 persons 
(38 dwellings) to the acre and it is 
extremely difficult to provide many 
houses with gardens in areas zoned 
for development at this density. 
(The density at the council’s 
cottage estates outside the county, 
which include a substantial propor- 
tion of houses, is only about 12 
dwellings to the acre.) Neverthe- 
less, the council has been able to 
go a long way to meet local wishes 
in this respect. 

It is the essence of the scheme 
that the tall blocks of flats are 
complementary to the two-storey 
houses. A subsidiary feature is the

provision of separate gardens not 
only for all the houses but also for 
a substantial number of the people 
who live in the maisonettes. 

An interesting feature of the 10- 
storey block is the fact that it is 
raised up on pillars or “ stilts.” 
By giving views through the estate, 
this assists in affording a sense of 
spaciousness on this necessarily 
highly developed site. At the same 
time a covered playspace is thereby 
provided conveniently close to the 
fitted laundry so that mothers using 
the laundry may have their children 
close at hand and in wet weather 
with the advantage of their being 
under cover. 


Y-shaped blocks—The architects 
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have shown considerable ingenuity 
in devising a method which requires 
only one access balcony and one 
staircase although there are virtu- 
ally three blocks in each Y-shaped 
group and the buildings are five 
storeys high. They thus avoid the 
increased costs which are usually 
associated with the provision of 
access by internal staircases and at 
the same time eliminate the lines 
of parallel balconies which so often 
militate against a satisfactory archi- 
tectural treatment of balcony access 
blocks. 

The ground and first floors of ° 
these blocks are used to provide 
flats and maisonettes, and access is 
direct from outside or from the

staircase. The dwellings on the 
three floors above are maisonettes, 
and access to them is obtained 
from the staircase and lifts by way 
of the single balcony at third-floor 
level. This is brought about by 
placing only living-rooms on the 
balcony floor, and planning the 
bedrooms of alternate maisonettes 
successively on the floors above 
and below the access balcony. 


Costs—The architects estimate 
that the total cost of the scheme on 
the basis of present-day prices, and 
including the cost of shops, play- 
ground, garden work and layout, 
is £644,900, which is an all-in 
cost of approximately £658 per 
room.

The Rebuilding of the Manchester Free Trade Hall

HE reconstructed Free Trade Hall, Manchester, 
was opened on November 16 in the presence of 

Her Majesty the Queen. The hall was destroyed by 
fire in an air-raid in December, 1940. The fa¢ades to 
Peter-street and South-street and a portion of the 
thick inner wall of the large hall were the only parts 
of the building that were sound enough to be incor- 
porated in the reconstruction. In places the external 
stonework had suffered severely from the flames, 


but sufficient was unharmed to justify its retention ; 
thus the long-familiar elevations, cleaned and repaired, 
still grace the main front and side. 

The old Free Trade Hall, built in 1856, contained 
several features which did not accord with present-day 
ideas and standards, and it was considered inadvisable 
to rebuild exactly to the original plan. The oppor- 
tunity was therefore taken to review the accommoda- 
tion requirements and to replan the building, subject 
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to the limitations provided by the retention of the 
two principal fa¢ades. It was required that the large 
hall should have greater seating capacity and that 
improved circulatory and foyer space should be pro- 
vided ; seating, exits and ancillary accommodation 
were to suit modern standards. The platform was 
to be large enough to accommodate a symphony 
orchestra and a choir, with appropriate facilities and

amenities for the artistes conveniently accessible. 
The hall was to be an all-purpose hall like its pre- 
decessor, so that it may be used for the maximum 
variety of purposes; for public meetings and con- 
ferences, orchestral and choral concerts, exhibitions, 
banquets, dances and perhaps cinema performances. 
A new lesser hall was to be incorporated, this also to 
suit a number of different purposes.

The site tapers in width towards the adjoining 
property, and the fact that the longest side abuts 
upon Windmill-street was no doubt the reason why 
Edward Walters, the architect of the old building, 
planned the large hall along that side with the 
platform next to South-street and the semi-circular 
end masking the obtuse angle between Windmill- 
street and the adjacent building. It is interesting to 
note that several possible alternatives were considered 
when the reconstruction was being planned, but 
Walters’ arrangement proved to be the most satisfac- 
tory ; the new large hall thus occupies the place of 
the original and a section of the old wall on the Peter- 
street side has been incorporated in the new buildings. 
The floor of the old hall was, however, some 14 ft. 
above the entrance in Peter-street, and beneath it was 
a brick vaulted warehouse, whereas the new hall is 
at street level. 


Glazed doors, ornamented with decorative pinels 
whose motif is the cotton plant, lead from the Peter- 
street arcade to the entrance halls. The first doors, 
next to South-street, lead into the lesser hill entrance 
from which stairs and a lift give access to the small 
hall on the second floor. The next is the main 
entrance to the large hall, and with two others leads 
into the travertine-paved crush hall which adjoins 
the arcade. At one end it communicates with the 
lesser hall entrance, and at the other are the main 
stairs leading to the circle and balcony above and to 
stalls cloakrooms and toilet accommodation below.

At its widest part, doors into the large hall sur- 
mounted by the Manchester coat-of-arms in relief 
and full colour form the central feature of an elliptical 
recess faced with blue hide panelling. To one side 
of this recess is a stair to the first floor and, balancing 
it on the other side, a tablet commemorating the 
opening of the new building. At the opposite end 
of the crush hall is the entrance to the foyer at the 
rear of the large hall; here the central feature is the 
stone laid by H.R.H. Princess Margaret on March 27, 
1950, to commemorate the start of the rebuilding. 
Above it is a mural by Mr. A. Sherwood Edwards, 
representing the Peterloo incident of 1819, part of 
the site which is within the walls of the Free Trade Hall. 


The ground floor of the large hall contains seats 
for 1,214. All seats are of the tip-up variety, with 
Dunlopillo upholstery and acoustically absorbent 
surfaces underneath with the object of avoiding sound 
reflections from unoccupied seats. The floor is of 
English beech in narrow widths. The total seating 
capacity for public meeting purposes is 2,866, and for 
orchestral concerts, 2,540. The platform is arranged 
in tiers to accommodate 100 instrumentalists. The 





side walls of the ground floor are lined with limed oak 
panelling and the rear wall with walnut. The wall 
behind the platform is faced with decorative panelling 
in a combination of teak, sycamore and laurel. Over 
the platform is a series of three sycamore-faced sound 
reflectors, between which are concealed floodlights. 
Incorporated in the reflectors are speakers connected 
with the public address system and others serving 
the electrone organ; the organ chamber is located 
behind and above the reflectors. The raking grand 
circle and side circles contain 915 fixed seats and above 
the grand circle is the balcony, seating 466. 

The lesser hall is above the lounge and seats 417 
of which 95 are in the balcony. It is insulated 
structurally from the large hall in order that there 
should be no sound transmission between the two halls. 
The decorative scheme is simple and makes use of fea- 
tures requisite to the acoustic treatment. (See page 21).

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The basement houscs the engineering services, the 
boiler-house, electrical switchgear, emergency lighting, 
air conditioning and vacuum cleaning plants, meters, 
etc., and staff accommodation. The new elevation 
to Windmill-street is in golden biscuit coloured sand- 
faced bricks with sand-stone dressings and is relieved 
by eight projecting piers encasing structural steel 
stanchions each of which is surmounted by a figure 
in Portland stone representing the different activities 
which took place in the old Free Trade Hall. These 
figures were modelled by A. Sherwood Edwards.

RELATIVE COSTS OF “ POINT” 
BLOCKS AND “ SLAB” FLATS 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—The interview with Mr. Stamp, 
reported in your issue of Decem- 
ber 28, must bring home to all who live 
in the L.C.C. area the almost desperate 
position that faces them. Everyone must 
sympathise with Mr. Stamp’s_ valiant 
efforts to relieve the pressure on the wait- 
ing list of 200,000 and at the same time 
to ease the traffic difficulties which are 
bound to result if some immediate action 
is not taken to disperse industry and 
population. His proposals have received 
the support of Sir Patrick Abercrombie in 
his masterly summing up of the County of 
London Development Plan in The Times 
of December 22 last. But in the last 
paragraph of your interview, which relates 
to the cost of the “‘ Point” blocks, some 
confusion of thought is evident. 


The high ‘‘ Slab”’ flats are universally 
detested and it is satisfactory to know the 
L.C.C. have decided against them. But 
Mr. Stamp’s. statement that “ the 
erection of ‘ Point’ blocks, maisonettes 
and cottages was, in fact, cheaper per unit 
of accommodation than ‘Slab’ flats,” 
is rather misleading. The costs given 
publicly by Mr. Stamp were as follows : 


** Point ” flats £735 per room. 
Maisonettes oi. “Oe ey 
Terrace house watt ONO... bas 


From this it is evident that the more 
‘* Point”? flats are erected the greater the 
expenditure will be on this type of housing. 


Mr. Gibson, who preceded Mr. Stamp 
as chairman of the L.C.C. Housing Com- 
mittee, stated at a meeting held on 
May 26, 1948, that five-storey flats had 
proved, in the experience of the L.C.C., 
to be the most economical. The Ministry 
of Housing are now advocating four-storey 
maisonettes for reasons of economy. 


Surely in face of these facts it is wrong 
to proceed with any large number of 
11-storey flats of whatever shape or form? 

Other local authorities such as Bristol 
are already preparing to follow the example 
of the L.C.C. in this matter. 


If the layman could be made to realise 
that building costs bear a direct relation 
to labour and materials, which are both 
in short supply, there would be a halt to 
this extravagant use of public money at a 
time when economy is a national duty. 


A very simple sum in arithmetic will 
illustrate the effect of cost of high flats and 
maisonettes on average. If a three-room 
flat costs £2,205 at £735 per room and a 
three-room maisonette costs £1,275 at 
£425 per room, 28 dwellings to the atre 
at the above prices gives a total for flats 
of £61,740, and for maisonettes of 
£35,700. 


The average will go up and down 
according to the proportion of flats or 
maisonettes included. If there are 50 per 
cent. of each the total will be £48,430, 
and the average would be approximately 
£1,730 per dwelling.

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PLANNING OF HOSPITALS 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Any attempt to bring new thought 
to bear on the very necessary de- 
velopment of the hospital ward is most 
welcome but, as Mr. Alner Hall points 
out very rightly, it is necessary to take 
full account of the practical view of the 
nurses who have to run the service. This 
aspect seems to have been partly over- 
looked. From experience it has been 
found with the pavilion type of large 
ward that it was physically possible for a 
ward sister to be acquainted with from 
25 to 28 cases. The new type of unit 
contains 32 beds, a fair proportion of 
which are accommodated in _ smaller 
wards. How, therefore, is a sister-in- 
charge with her remote control able to 
take intimate charge in these days of 
specialised treatments ? 


It would be interesting to know if the 
wards are mechanically ventilated. With 
the eight-bed type of ward the patients 
on the window sides get the full benefit 
of the light, air and view (if available), 
while the patients on the inner side come 
in for all the traffic noises, draughts, etc. 


While it may be admirable to have 
adequate w.c. accommodation, surely this 
should not be overdone ? It would seem 
that by the time patients were able to 
fend for themselves they were suitable 
subjects for convalescence and thereby 
would relieve the very acute bed con- 
gestion.

“ THE MODE IN PRIMARY 
SCHOOLS ”

IR,—As an architect who has spent 
about 40 years in designing schools, 
I feel that I am in a somewhat privileged 
position. to appreciate to the full your 
leading article of December 14. May I 
therefore heartily congratulate you on 
this masterly criticism of the Ministry 
of Education’s latest Bulletin on Primary 
Schools ? For the officers of a Govern- 
ment Department thus to criticise the work 
of a selected number of architects is not 
only unfair but very unwise. 


It is apparent from the school _plans 
published in the Bulletin that there are a 
number of solutions to this problem, and 
that the architects in question are solving 
these in the ways required by their 
respective Education Officers, the sum 
total of whose knowledge on education 
matters is likely to be far greater than that 
of any officers in (or near) Whitehall, 
who are not working in such close contact 
with the jobs. The Ministry of Educa- 
tion has taken a step that must at once be 
questioned by all schools architects. 


What action, therefore, are the County 
Architects’ Society and the City and 
Borough Architects’ Society going to 
take ? Both these societies are conspicuous 
by what they do not publish of their 
respective activities. Can they therefore 
break away for a short time from their 
private deliberations and proceed to give 
their views on the Ministry of Education’s 
new venture or will they leave it to the 
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private architects to take appropriate 
action through the R.I.B.A. ?

EMPLOYMENT OF QUANTITY 
SURVEYORS AND MEMBERSHIP 
OF THE R.I.C.S. 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In your issue of December 14, a 
letter from Mr. J. R. Turner asks 
for views on the refusal of the R.I.C.S. 
to permit its quantity surveyor members 
to be directly employed by building 
contractors. I am entirely in agreement 
with the R.I.C.S. in this matter. I do 
not know of any parallel in the building, 
or any other industry, but the professional 
quantity surveyor is in a unique position. 
A point which is often overlooked when 
discussing this question is that the job 
carried out by a contractor’s surveyor is 
quite different from that carried out by the 
professional man. The former is, in 
most cases, mainly concerned with the 
settlement of final accounts (although he 
often deals with estimating and bonusing 
in addition) whereas the services per- 
formed by the latter are much wider in 
scope. ; 

However, I do not agree that the 
R.I.C.S. should remain the supreme 
examining body in quantities. Since there 
is a university degree in estate manage- 
ment (B.Sc.), why not a degree in 
quantities ? This would set a universal 
standard of technical education and would 
be followed by membership of an appro- 
priate Institution.

IR,—It is refreshing to find that 
someone has the good sense _ to 
criticise the absurd policy of the R.I.C.S. 
with regard to quantity surveyors em- 
ployed by building firms. Mr. Turner 
seeks the reaction of those in the building 
industry, and I imagine he will get many 
replies which will leave him in no doubt 
whatever on the point, for the feeling is 
very strong. 

I am probably biased personally, being 
one of those required to resign my 
fellowship when wartime _ conditions 
forced’ me to abandon my professional 
practice and enter the employment of a 
large contracting company. If Mr. Turner 
thinks the Institution’s attitude is con- 
fined to quantity surveyors, he may be 
interested in the fact that I am a valuation 
surveyor, and I have never had any con- 
nection with quantity surveying. 

To my mind the attitude of the Institu- 
tion is wrong for the following reasons : 

(1) It is an insult to the individual, for 
it throws an implied doubt on his moral 
integrity ; 

(2) It means that two professional men 
meeting to negotiate on behalf of their 
respective principals are not permitted 
to have the same professional status, which 
is absurd ; 

(3) It has brought about the formation 
of offshoot bodies, which can only be 
damaging to the reputation of the parent 
body ; 

(4) It means that in a large contracting 
firm there are many engineers, architects, 
accountants, etc., all of whom keep their 
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professional status, but not the surveyor, 
which again is absurd ; and 

(5) Even more ridiculous is it that a 
surveyor is permitted to be in the employ 
of a brewery company or dairy, but not 
of anything as low in the scale of life as a 
building and civil engineering contractor.

Turner, asks, in your issue of Decem- 
ber 14, for the reactions of those con- 
nected with the building industry to the 
embargo placed by the R.I.C.S. on con- 
tractors’ surveyors. May I reply ? 

The excuse I have almost invariably 
received from the advocates of this 
principle is that such a surveyor could 
no longer be “impartial.” I would 
ask: Is impartiality the sole prerogative 
of members of the R.I.C.S. ? 

How does the R.I.C.S. reconcile its 
attitude in debarring its members from 
employment in contractors’ offices, while 
retaining membership, with that of per- 
mitting members to take up appointments 
with Local Authorities or Government 
Departments ? 

Your correspondent rightly points out 
that chartered surveyors are not pre- 
vented from acting on behalf of a con- 
tractor provided they are remunerated on 


a fee rather than a salary basis. Further- 
more, professional surveyors do _ not 


hesitate to recruit their staffs from the 
ranks of the builders’ surveyors. The 
legal, architectural and civil engineering 
professions make no differentiation be- 
tween commercial and professional employ- 
ment. Why, then, does the R.I.C.S. 
adopt a different attitude ? 

The Institute of Quantity Surveyors 
has done much to remove this prejudice, 
by providing the means whereby surveyors 

n ‘‘ both sides of the fence’ can get 
together and discuss and learn to appre- 
ciate each other’s peculiar problems’; and 
as long as this Institute continues to 
flourish, the contractors’ surveyor can 
afford to ignore the “‘ nose in the air” 
attitude of the chartered body.

TRAINING OPERATIVES 
IN THE U.S. 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I am sure that your informative 
leading article of December 21, 
which reviewed the Report of the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity’s Team 
on the Training of Operatives in the 
United States, will have been read with 
general interest. I would like, however, 
to take this opportunity of mentioning the 
steps which have been taken to follow up 
this Report and at the same time to 
express some astonishment at the critical 
comment, which appears to have been 
added as an after-thought, in your 
concluding paragraph. 

It is quite true, of course, that, owing 
to the wideness of our terms of reference, 
our team was unable to study in detail 
the training problems of the individual 
industries which we happened to represent. 
As the tour went along, however, I came 
to appreciate that in the considerable 
study that we were able to make of 
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apprenticeship there was a great deal 
which was of interest to the building 
industry in particular. 

Immediately upon my return to this 
country, I submitted to the Education 
and Training Committee of our 
N.F.B.T.E., a preliminary personal report 
on my mission. ‘This report was subse- 
quently circulated to members of the 
Council of the N.F.B.T.E., and was 
followed by concreie recommendations 
for the consideration of basic changes in 
our Apprenticeship Scheme here. These 
recommendations have already been 
debated at a conference specially sum- 
moned by the N.F.B.T.E., to consider 
them, and the proposals of that conference 
will come before our National Council. 

The official report of our team was not 
published until November 1 and the 
British Employers’ Confederation held 
a week-end conference from November 3 
to November 5, to study this report and 
that of the second team which followed 
us, to study the Training of Supervisors. 


Representatives from N.F.B.T.E. and 
from some 30 to 40 other industries 
attended the conterence. The opening 


session was addressed by Sir Walter 
Monckton within a few days of his 
appointment as Minister of Labour, and 
his presence indicated the importance 
attached by the Government to the 
subject. At the final plenary session it 
was unanimously resolved that the B.E.C. 
should press affiliated bodies most urgently 
to consider apprenticeship and training 
reforms based upon our Report as 
follows :— 


The Conference endorsed the recom- 
iiliine that industries should amend their 
existing practice where necessary in order 
that entrants at any age can achieve skilled 
status through some form of apprenticeship. 

2. The conference agreed with the recom- 
mendation that industries should be advised 
to review their apprenticeship agreements, 
particularly to see whether the length of 
apprenticeship might be reduced in some 
trades. 

3. The conference agreed with the recom- 
mendation that where local committees can 
conveniently supervise training, the possibility 
of indenturing apprentices : 


(a) Directly to the committee ; or 

(6) To a panel of employers ; or 

(c) With the committee as a fourth 

party to the indenture ; 
should be considered as an optional alterna- 
tive to indenture to an individual employer. 
4. The conference suggested it should be 

recommended to local education authorities 
that they should ask for the co-operation of 
local industries té provide facilities to enable 
their teaching staffs to obtain up-to-date 
knowledge of industrial practice, and also 
that the Ministry of Education and the 
Scottish Education Department should make 


similar arrangements for His Majesty’s 
Inspectors who deal with technical education. 
5. The conference reported that the 


Ministry of Education and the Scottish 
Education Department should advise local 
education authorities to invite representatives 
of local industries to act as governors of 
secondary modern schools and _ secondary 
technical schools. 

Since my return from America I have 
addressed many bodies interested in appren- 
ticeship and training and have found very keen 
interest to be shown both by employers and 
operatives and also by those interested in 
further education. 

To achieve any drastic reforms in appren- 
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ticeship training in this country is a long and 
painful process entailing the gradual breaking 
down of many suspicions and_ superstitions 
and depending for its success upon the 
energy and enthusiasm of those keenly 
interested on both sides of the industry. I 
am hopeful, however, that in due course we 
may see adopted some of the changes in 
apprenticeship recommended for considera- 
tion by the B.E.C. Conference, and based on 
the report of our team. 

I was warned by many before I went to 
America that there was little that we should 
be likely to find there that would be helpful 
to us in the field of technical education. . I 
shared this prejudice when I sailed and, apart 
from admiration of the very extensive facilities 
for technical education which are offered and 
enthusiastically seized in America, I have not 
returned with much information of any great 
use in this aspect. In the field of apprentice- 
ship, however, I feel that their approach is so 
much more realistic and less hide-bound 
than ours and their methods of supervision 
of the training of their apprentices, both on 
the job and at the technical schools, are so 
much more efficient than they are here that 
we should not be too proud to take a few 
lessons from them: The freshness and 
enthusiasm of the American approach to 
what is to them a comparatively new problem 
is inspiring. 

In this country we have a very much longer 
experience which tends to be overlaid with 
many out-of-date restrictions and traditions. 

A study of our National Joint Apprentice- 
ship Agreement, together with our approved 
form of indentures, might lead one to suppose 
that there is not a great deal of difference 
between practices here and in America. To 
anyone acquainted with the actual manner in 
which our agreement is generally operated 
here, I can assure you that the difference is 
very great. The measure of the American 
success in tackling their training problems is 
reflected in the phenomenally high rate of 
output in their construction industry, which 
is beyond dispute. 

In my opinion, a major contributory factor 
to their high productivity is the practical and 
intensive training given to American workers 
in all levels in industry, without which their 
workers would have little chance of obtaining 
or holding down their jobs. 

With the very wide field that we had to 
cover we could not be expected to bring 
back such detailed and definite recommenda- 
tions as may be found, for instance, in the 
reports of the many teams which have been 
sent to study specific industries, but I main- 
tain that the building industry has received 
a fairly generous share of attention in our 
report. Personally, I did not feel that my 
six weeks in America were by any means a 
waste of time, and I was sufficiently inspired 
by what I saw of the methods in which 
apprentices in the building industry are being 
trained in America, to hope that some at 
least of your readers may consider our report 
to be worthy of study.

He 
thereby did an immense service to the 
general economy of the country, where the 
finest mahogany in the world is produced, 
but where, owing to generations of un- 
controlled cutting, reserves were dwindling 
with the result that unemployment in the 
colony’s main industry was threatened. 

Mr. Gliksten also owned timber enter- 
prises in the Gold Coast, which is now an 
important factor in the supply of raw mate- 
rials for Britain. He had, as well, timber 
interests in Canada, sawmills at Stratford in 
London, and was a director of many com- 
panies. 

A keen football enthusiast, he and his 
brother, Mr. S. Gliksten, put Charlton 
Athletic Football Club on its feet by taking 
it over in the early ’thirties. 


THE QUALITY OF HOUSES 
Complaints at Holyhead 


HOLYHEAD URBAN COUNCIL have referred 
back a recommendation by its Housing Com- 
mittee that the Council should not take any 
action at this stage in regard to a housing 
contract where it was alleged that the quality 
of construction of certain Council houses 
was not up to standard. 

A letter had been received from Mr. E. D. 
France, Industrial Relations Officer of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, asking that the Council should 
receive a deputation of full-time officials of 
the unions connected with the building trade 
in respect of complaints by their members 
on the site as to the standard of the work 
carried out. 

Mr. France said they were concerned with 
the standards of workmanship, and as re- 
sponsible officers of the building trade they 
felt they could not allow work to be left in 
such a state as they saw on their visit. Some 
of their members had suggested they should 


place the matter before the Minister of 


Health, but they considered they should first 
approach the Council. 

Moving that the recommendation by the 
Housing Committee that the Council take no 
action, be referred back, Councillor William 
Owen said he wanted to know who was not 
keeping up to their standards. He suggested 
that in their eagerness to rehouse the people 
they had been rushing. 
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TOWN PLANNING APPEAL 
SUCCEEDS 


Limited Planning Permission 
*“ Unreasonable ” 


"THE appeal by the Bedfordshire Times 

Publishing Co., Ltd., against a decision 
of the Bedford Town Council to impose a 
limited planning permission of 15 years upon 
a three-storey building which the company 
propose to erect on a site adjacent to their 
Howard - street premises has been allowed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The appeal was. the subject of a local 
inquiry at Bedford before Mr. R. A. Hudson, 
M.T.P.I., an inspector appointed by the 
Minister, when it was stated on behalf of 
the Council that the limited permission was 
based on the fact that the site of the pro- 
posed development was situated in the town’s 
central redevelopment area, and that in the 
opinion of the council the area between 
High-street and Howard-street should be 
exclusively zoned for shopping, with a car 
park at the rear to give facilities for rear 
loading and unloading to the High-street 
properties. 

On behalf of the appellants it was sub- 
mitted that they possessed an old-established 
business which was performing a public 
service in supplying news to the people of 
the town and the country generally. It 
would be quite uneconomic, they contended, 
to erect a building for the installation of 
heavy machinery if it could only be used 
for 15 years, and it would be impracticable 
to move the present works to another site as 
the existing premises in Howard-street con- 
tained a rotary press valued at £80,000 which 
would take nine months to dismantle and 
re-erect elsewhere. 

In giving his decision the Minister ‘states 
that newspaper printing is not by its nature 
inappropriate to a central shopping area, and 
the cost of moving the heavy printing 
machinery at present installed in the exist- 
ing works would be considerable. 

While provision for the relief of traffic 
congestion in the central area of the town 
is badly needed, the Minister is of the 
opinion that the retention of the’ existing 
building as a printing works will not so 
seriously prejudice this intention on the part 
of the council as to justify its ultimate 
removal, and he therefore assumes that it 
will continue to be used for printing. If 
that is so there is a strong case for providing 
an extension that will enable it to be more 
efficiently used. 

The Minister therefore considers that it 
would be unreasonable to allow the pro- 
posed building to be used only for a limited 
period, when the main building is likely 
to last for a much longer time than 15 years, 
and he has accordingly decided to allow the 
appeal and to grant permission for the per- 
manent erection of the proposed three-storey 
building. 


Untidy Gardens 


It is suggested that Hoole (Cheshire) 
Urban Council may have to consider 
whether or not they shall endeavour to 
obtain eviction orders against tenants who 
refuse to attend to their gardens of corpora- 
tion houses. The Housing Committee has 
asked their officers to report on ail cases 
of untidy gardens with a view to proceed- 
ings being taken to end the offenders’ 
tenancies. It was stated there was a hard 
core of tenants who would not cultivate 
their gardens, 
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GENERAL FOREMEN 


“An Essential Part of Management ” 


MPHE important part to be played by the 

building industry in assisting to over- 
come many of the current problems facing 
the nation, was referred to by Mr. D. E. 
WooDBINE PARISH when he spoke on 
“Foremanship” at the Ministry of Works 
“Careers in Building ” Exhibition, Burton- 
on-Trent, recently. 

He pointed out the very wide scope and 
nature of the work undertaken by the 
industry, ranging from the small maintenance 
jobs to the vast structural projects involving 
the detailed direction, co-ordination and 
work of numerous skilled men and the 
employment of plant and equipment on a 
large scale ‘in order to assemble the many 
types of materials and components now 
available to the architect and engineer. 

“ Irrespective of the size of firm engaged, 
or the nature or magnitude of the work 
undertaken,” he said, “there are certain 
fundamental principles of management that 
are inescapable and require to be recognised 
by the industry if efficiency and a conse- 
quent reduction of building costs are to be 
assured. _Foremen are an essential part of 
management and it is of vital importance that 
this fact should be generally understood and 
their role and_ responsibilities clearly 
defined.” 

He drew attention to the character and 
qualities required by anyone undertaking a 
supervisory role, stressing the basic need for 
a sound practical and theoretical knowledge 
of building contruction and all that it 
embraces, coupled with a real appreciation 
of the craft, technical, legal and industrial 
aspects of the work to be supervised. “ This 
knowledge and appreciation is best acquired 
by apprenticeship and technical study and 
training, from which ability to lead and 
inspire men can be developed as a result of 
the self-confidence gained. A high standard 
of moral integrity and a sense of impartiality 
and justice are also fundamental qualities 
required in any one concerned with super- 
vision and management. A foreman or 
supervisor should be quite clear as to his 
duties and responsibilities to those whom he 
served, whom he supervised and to the other 
members of the firm with whom he worked 
and associated, for without this it is 
impossible to ensure a co-operative team 
spirit. It is, therefore, important that 
employers define in detail the authority and 
duty of each foreman or _ supervisor 
employed.” 


The Functions of Foremen 


Mr. Woodbine Parish was of the opinion 
that the activities and functions of foremen 
could be grouped under three broad head- 
ings: organising work; managing men; and 
developing technique and method. The 
organisation of work, so far as a general 
foreman was concerned, involved the receiv- 
ing of written and verbal instructions, the 
co-ordination of specifications, bills of quan- 
tities and drawings, the preparation of a 
detailed breakdown of the work to be super- 
vised and the planning and progressing of 
‘work procedure so far as labour, materials, 
plant and specialists’ work were involved. 

Other duties within his responsibility were: 
Controlling the even flow of work by weekly 
forecasting and programming. Ordering 
materials, determining quantities and delivery 
dates and arranging for the optimum storage 
and minimum handling of such materials; 
ensuring the economic and maximum use of 
mechanical and special. plant and supervising 
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its care and maintenance. Establishing and 
sustaining quality and quantity standards and 
ensuring the smooth operation of incentive 
payment schemes. The preparation and com- 
pilation of adequate records in respect of the 
progress of work, variations, delays, site 
meetings, weather; and assuring that the 
many legal and industrial responsibilities 
involved on a contract were carefully 
observed. 

“The management of men,” he said, 
“ involves energetic leadership and a know- 
ledge and understanding of simple, human 
relationship? which exist in industry; an 
ability to delegate responsibility and 
authority to subordinates; an acceptance and 
belief in joint consultation; skill in issuing 
instructions clearly and concisely and check- 
ing results; securing discipline; encouraging 
mutual confidence and respect and establish- 
ing and maintaining good working condi- 
tions; settling grievances promptly and 
patiently; formulating a policy for the pre- 
vention and avoidance of accidents on site 
and continually endeavouring to foster good 
morale at every level.” 


The Development of Technique 


The development of technique and 
method was a matter which foremen and 
supervisors should be continuously consider- 
ing. They should direct their attention to 
permanently securing maximum _ order, 
cleanliness and tidiness on their sites and 
should impress upon their subordinates the 
need for such qualities; the eradication and 
avoidance of damage to and waste of mater- 
ial; the systematic elimination of human 
drudgery and waste of energy by thoughtful 
planning and constant persuasion and direc- 
tion of the men employed. There should 
be careful study of existing practices and 
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work procedures with a view to future 
improvement in the progressing of work -to 
be undertaken. There should be effective 
consideration and a maximum application of 
the results of the work undertaken by the 
various building research agencies. Com- 
petent subordinates should be selected with 
care and when appropriate recommended for 
promotion, Foremen should encourage and 
guide apprentices in their craft-training. The 
optimum use of mechanical equipment and 
plant should be understood and introduced 
wherever practical so as to effect economies 
in labour costs. Sound methods of store 
keeping and materials control on sites should 
be developed and methods introduced for 
stimulating to the full interest in the work. 
Foremen and their subordinates should train 
their personnel in the use of new materials 
and new methods of construction and be 
ready and willing to accept new ideas. 

“ Foremanship in any sphere of industry 
is a very high calling involving considerable 
responsibility but providing the opportunity 
and privilege of rendering valuable service 
to the community. It is, therefore, of para- 
mount importance that those individuals who 
aspire to the ranks of foremen in the build- 
ing industry should be individuals who not 
only have a sound technical knowledge, an 
understanding of human nature and an 
ability to organise, but also have a sincere 
desire to contribute to the future well-being 
of the industry and to the needs of their 
fellow citizens. These qualities are latent 
in many men and can _ be ‘enormously 
improved by study and training. Those who 
are already in supervisory posts must realise 
and accept the vital need for their continuous 
study and attendance from time to time at 
technical colleges for short refresher courses 
on various selacted subjects; while those 
who wish to enter the ranks of the foremen 
in the future should first attain a high standard 
of technical and practical knowledge before 
proceeding to train for the onerous responsi- 
bility of site administration and work super- 
vision and organisation,” he added. 


LICENCES FOR BUILDING 
“The Way to Reduce Costs ” 


IN THE YEARS before the war no house- 
builder would have considered that it would 
have been economical to build less than 
80 houses on one piece of land, said 
Mr. ANGUS BUNTING, President of the Lon- 
don Region of the Federation of Master 
Builders, speaking in London on Decem- 
ber 18. Indeed, the type of operation he liked 
to carry out would have involved 250 houses. 
In this way, the builder could order his 
materials, hire his labour and organise his 
job in such a way as to ensure maximum effi- 
ciency and to be able to sell a house at 
the lowest possible price. 

“Even with the concessions announced 
recently by the Minister of Housing, those 
builders who build for owner-occupation 
will still be called upon to build houses in 
ones and twos. It must be obvious that, 
with the lessons of factory mass-production 
in front of us, we builders cannot reduce 
costs and increase output adequately until 
we are allowed to build houses for owner- 
occupation in adequate numbers,” he said. 


“At the moment a licence to build a house 
is issued to a prospective home-owner. I 
believe that licences should be issued to the 
builder who could utilise his own empty 
plots of land, then sell the completed houses 
to people in need approved by the local 
council. This is not a political issue, but a 
cold economic fact, and I hope that the 
Minister of Housing will soon see the logic 
of it.” 
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ELECTRICAL 
CONTRACTING 


Concern over Delays in Payment 
(THE Electrical Contractors’ Association 
has recently made an approach to the 
London County Council urging that in 
future it enters into direct contracts with 
“nominated” members rather than relegat- 
ing them to the position of sub-contractors 
to the main contractors (usually the 
builders). This approach is in furtherance 
of the association’s objective that wherever 
practicable the electrical contractor should 
be in direct contractual relationship with the 
building owner. 2 

The stage in the negotiations has been 
reached where certain information regarding 
members’ experiences as sub-contractors is 
considered necessary, and the association 
has accordingly issued a questionnaire to 
members on such questions as_ losses 
through the main contractor going bank- 
rupt; protracted delays in securing payment; 
and instances in which payment to sub- 
contractors has been seriously delayed 
because of disputes involving the main con- 
tractor’s accounts, or because of delays in 
completion of the main contract works. In 
this connection it is pointed out that for 
success in its negotiations with the L.C.C. 
the association must be supported by fac- 
tual evidence. 

Fixed Price Contracts 

At its last meeting the association’s 
council once again considered the practice 
of certain Government departments, local 
authorities and others to call for fixed price 
tenders without provision for adjustment in 
the price quoted dependent upon variations 
in the cost of labour and materials. 

The council was of the opinion, however, 
that conditions remain so unstable that it 
is still most inadvisable to quote on a fixed 
price basis for contracts of any magnitude. 

As a result of these deliberations, recom- 
mendations have been sent to members 
advising them that: (1) There are circum- 
stances in which fixed prices could be quoted 
with reasonable safety for contracts valued 
at £100 or under. Any such quotations, 
however, should be on the express condition 
that the work commences forthwith and is 
to be completed within a definite time limit. 
If, through causes outside the contractor’s 
control, work extends beyond the specified 
date, there should be provision for the 
adjustment of the price quoted, dependent 
upon any variation in the cost of labour and 
materials. 

(2) That, where expedient, members 
should refuse to quote on a fixed price 
basis for work costing more than £100. 
Where necessary, the prospective customer 
should be informed of willingness to quote 
providing a fair rise and fall clause is 
included. 

(3) That in cases where the customer is 
seeking fixed price tenders for work costing 
more than £100, but it is inadvisable to 
refuse to quote, any quotation submitted 
should have attached to it the proviso that 
it is subject to rise and fall. If such a 
quotation is accepted, it is imperative to 
ensure that the contract document even- 
tually signed incorporates the Rise and Fall 
Clause included in the quotation or, alter- 
natively, a clause equally acceptable. 


Higher Technological Education 

The Regional Advisory Council for 
Higher Technological Education, Tavistock 
House South, Tavistock-square, W.C.1, has 
recently published its third annual report. 
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L.M.B.A. TAKES OVER L.M.P.A. 
Administration from Bedford-square 


AS FROM January 1 the L.M.B.A. is to be 
responsible for the administration of the 
London Master Plasterers’ Association. 

The L.M.P.A., founded in 1899, became 
one of the trade organisations affiliated to 
the L.M.B.A. in 1930, and there has been a 
very close relation between the two organi- 
sations and their members. In 1949 an 
affiliation agreement was signed between the 
National Federation and the National Fed- 
eration of Plastering Contractogs, of which 
latter body the L.M.P.A. was in effect the 
London Region. The terms of the national 
affiliation agreement brought all members 
of those bodies into membership of the 
National Federation, and the National Fed- 
eration and its regions took over the 
administration of the plastering sections. So 
that the identity of the L.M.P.A. should not 
be lost, a clause was brought into the agree- 
ment by which the L.M.B.A. was left to 
make appropriate arrangements with the 
L.M.P.A. within the terms of the general 
affiliation. This has now been done. 

Under the new arrangements the L.M.P.A. 
retains its identity as the official body repre- 
senting the plastering contractors of London, 
but the L.M.B.A. now takes over its admin- 
istration, the secretary of the L.M.B.A. 
becoming the secretary of the L.M.P.A., 
which will now be administered from 47, 
Bedford-square. 


Lectures for Foremen 


Notification has been received by the 
London Master Builders’ Association that 
a course of twelve weekly lectures designed 
mainly for foremen will commence on 
January 10, next, at Watford Technical 
College. 
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A ROAD DISPUTE 
Newport Householders Win Case 


NEwPorRT (Mon.) Magistrates were, on 
December 17, asked to give a ruling on objec- 
tions made under the Newport Corporation 
Act of 1889 to proposals by the Town 
Council for carrying out private street works 
in part of Gaer-road. 

Mr. David Pennant appeared for 16 
householders and for the Tredegar Estate, 
who have an interest in Gaer Lodge, Cardiff- 
road. Mr. J. Hindle Fisher appeared for the 
Electricity Board, who have a transformer 
station in the area. 

Mr. E. Preston (from the Town Clerk’s 
Department) appeared for the Corporation, 
and said that by a resolution of September 
28, 1950, the Town Council approved a pro- 
posal of the Works Committee and the 
Finance Committee that Lower Gaer - road 
from Cardiff-road to its junction with Cae 
Brynton-road be made up at an estimated 
cost of £2,000. The Corporation contended 
that up to 1845 the road was an accommoda- 
tion road to two farms. They considered 
there might be a right of way, but that it 
had come into being since 1835. In 1906 
the public were stopped going along the 
upper road to Bassaleg-road, and it was 
shown by a notice to be a private road. He 
produced copies of apportionments served 
on owners and notices posted on the site. 

Mr. Eric A. Middle, Borough Engineer, 
produced a map of Little Gaer Farm and 
part of Great Gaer Farm, dated 1812, and 
usually kept at Newport Museum. It showed 
a road leading to Great Gaer. A photostat 
copy of an ordnance map of 1823 showed 
a similar road and an ordnance map of 1833 
showed the road. A photostat copy of a 
tithe map of the Parish of St. Woolos for 
1845, now in the National Library of Wales, 
also showed the road. 

Thomas B. Loughton, of High Cross, 
former Surveyor of St. Mellons Council and 
now retired, said St. Mellons Council at no 
time repaired Gaer-road while he was 
Surveyor. It was not under the jurisdiction 
of the Council, who were never asked to 
make it up. 

Thomas J. Hill, of Newport, builder and 
contractor, said he erected houses on one 
side of the Gaer-road in 1926-7, and New- 
port Corporation put in a water main. 

Mr. Pennant said the Corporation were, a 
long way from establishing that it was not 
a highway before 1835. 

After a retirement the Chairman, Mr. 
John Davison, said the Magistrates had 
been obliged to come to the conclusion that 
the Corporation had not proved their claim. 
The Magistrates found that part of Gaer- 
road was repairable by. the inhabitants at 
large. ‘“‘ We therefore direct that the resolu- 
tions and-apportionments of road charges 
be quashed,” he said. 

““We make no order as to costs.”

Oxford Gas Works 

The planning committee of Oxford City 
Council has decided to recommend to the 
council that planning permission be refused 
to the Southern Gas Board for the proposed 
extension of the existing gas works on the 
riverside frontage. The grounds for this 
decision are stated to be that the proposal 
shows an intention to use for gas works pur- 
poses land which Parliament has decided shall 
not be used for that purpose, and that the 
proposal contravenes an _ understanding 
between the council and the board about the 
siting of the new works. 


Allocations of Copper and Zinc 

The Copper-Zinc-Lead Committee of the 
International Materials Conference, held in 
Washington in December, has announced 
allocations of copper and zinc for the first 
quarter of 1952. The committee has alloca- 
ted the total estimated production available 
to the Free World on the same basis, in 
general, except for strategic stockpiling, as it 
did for the fourth quarter of 1951. Alloca- 


tions for 1952 are available from the 
Ministry of Materials, Horse Guards- 
avenue, S.W.1.

“BUILDING COSTS are too high and can 
only be lowered by an increase in produc- 
tivity,” said Mr. W. E. THOMas, immediate 
past-president of Neath and District Build- 
ing Trade Employers’ Association at the 
annual dinner at Neath, Glamorgan. 

During the General Election there had 
been a lot of talk about houses, but we were 
no better off now. The answer was that 
costs were too high, far higher than the 
country could afford. The only way to bring 
down costs was to increase productivity. A 
10 per cent. increase would bring it down to 
something approaching normality. ‘ There 
are new demands for wage increases and 
these, of course, will add to the costs, but 
I hope sane counsels will prevail and every- 
body will co-operate in mastering the diffi- 
cult problems which face the trade.” 

Mr. D. R. WILLIAMS, president of the 
South Wales Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, complimented the Neath Asso- 
ciation on efforts they had made to foster 
the apprenticeship scheme. He said the 
ending of the scheme next March was a 
tragedy. It would bring them back to-the 
position they were in at the beginning of 
the war. Many builders had made whole- 
hearted efforts to train apprentices and it had 
cost them a lot of money, but it had been 
necessary in order to attract the better type 
of entrant. He appealed to the industry to 
give a fair deal to every boy who came in as 
an apprentice. “Some employers are not 
honest in the training they give,” declared 
Mr. Williams. The industry should not go 
back to the days when all apprentices did 
was to push a hand-cart or make tea. Em- 
ployers now must get the boys “on the 
tools ” as soon as possible.

CONCRETE 


Cement and Concrete Association’s 
Statement 


IT IS ANNOUNCED that high-tensile steel 
wire and rod for prestressing concrete will 
be dealt with under special arrangements 
with the Government allocation scheme for 
steel. The Ministry of Works will be respon- 
sible for the allocation of high-tensile steel 
to all users for prestressing purposes, and a 
committee representing the Prestressed Con- 
crete Development Group and the concrete 
products industry will act on behalf of the 
Ministry, says a statement issued by the 
Cement and Concrete Association. 

This committee is now asking users for 
estimates of their requirements. It is pointed 
out that returns for high-tensile steel have 
to be made by the products manufacturers 
in cases where the units are stressed in the 
factory; by the builder or contractor when 
cables are made up and used to stress pre- 
cast or in situ concrete on the site; and by 
the manufacturer who makes up and supplies 
cables to products manufacturers or con- 
tractors for use elsewhere.

Parks, Secretary, Joint Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee for the Cast Stone and Cast Concrete 
Products Industry, 17, Amherst-road, W.13, 
if the steel is required for prestressed concrete 
products.

Building Societies’ Role 


Mr. WILLIAM W. WETHERILL, chairman of 
the Building Societies’ Association, in a New 
Year Message to member societies, says 
building societies welcomed the decision of 
the Government to allow the building of 
more houses for sale. This would give them 
the opportunity to extend the benefits of 
home-ownership to the advantage of the indi- 
vidual and the country. 

“TI should like,” says Mr. Wetherill, “ to 
assure our investors and the public in general 
—and I can do so with confidence—that they 
may rely on building societies to take every 
possible step to secure that money is lent 
only on houses built to good standards. 
There was never, in my opinion, much solid 
basis of fact for criticism of the standards 
of building in vogue before the war, but the 
activities of the National House-Builders” 
Registration Council—strongly supported 
from the beginning by the building societies 
—and the strength of public opinion, added 
to the legal requirements in respect of plan- 
ning and building, should be sufficient to 
secure that the new houses to be built for 
owner-occupiers will be soundly constructed.”

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Scottish Housing Problems 


(THE difficulties that lie ahead of the 

Scottish housing programme were dis- 
cussed informally at a meeting in St. 
Andrew’s House recently between Com- 
mander T. D. Galbraith, R.N., M.P., Joint 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for 
Scotland and the Scottish Regional Council 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives. 

Commander Galbraith said he wished to 
give an assurance that the Government in- 
tended to embark on an expanding housing 
programme. To this end they would make 
every effort to overcome the present short- 
ages of materials. They would also en- 
courage a greater use of incentive schemes. 
Everything possible had to be done to re- 
lieve Scotland’s tragic housing position. 

The representatives of the building opera- 
tives said that the basic problem was the 
shortage of materials. Given the materials 
the building operatives would get the job 
done. To some extent the shortage of 
bricks for housing might be overcome by 
using substitute materials like concrete for 
the under-building of housing and for alk 
other forms of building. 

Incentive schemes had_ generally been 
welcomed by the operatives. The trouble 
was that not nearly enough of the building 
firms had introduced them. In other cases 
targets had been set so high that the opera- 
tives could not reasonably earn a bonus. 


Materials and Incentives 


ON THE DAY FOLLOWING his meeting with 
the Operatives, Commander Galbraith met 
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the Employers’ side of the Scottish building 
industry and they discussed material short- 
ages and incentives. 

The employers’ representatives said that 
more houses could certainly be produced if 
there was a settled housing policy, and if 
more materials were available on the sites. 
Incentive schemes, which the employers were 
disposed to encourage, were dependent on an 
adequate supply of materials. Other 
factors that would help were a _ national 
policy for substitute materials, and speedier 
payments for work done. 

Commander Galbraith said the Govern- 
ment fully appreciated the basic importance 
of the materials problem. He had carefully 
noted the many useful suggestions put to 
him in the helpful discussions he had now 
had both with employers and operatives. 
He had been happy to have the assurance 
from both sides of the building industry that 
the output of houses could be increased.

Association’s Chairman Retires 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR SCOTLAND 
thas announced that Mr. A. G. McBain, 
C.A., demitted office as Chairman of the 
Scottish Special Housing Association on 
December 31. 

Mr. McBain, who has been Chairman of 
the Association since 1946, tendered his 
resignation in June because of the pressure 
of other business. In accepting the resigna- 
tion, the then Secretary of State for Scotland 
expressed appreciation of Mr. McBain’s 
services in reorganising the Association when 
he became Chairman, and for the active 
part he had since played in the Association’s 
day-to-day work. A successor has not yet 
been appointed. 

“No Jerry-building ” 

AN ASSURANCE that modified designs for 
houses, to save material and money, would 
not impair present standards of construction 
was given by Commander T. D. Galbraith, 
Under-Secretary of State for Scotland, when 
he addressed a meeting of employees of a 
building firm in Musselburgh. 

To get more houses quickly, non- 
traditional methods must be used, for these 
reduced building time by one-third. The 
Government intended to encourage designs 
which, by careful internal planning and well- 
thought-out economies, required less material 
and reduced costs. 

“That course is absolutely essential,” he 
declared, “if we are going to get, as we 
must, more houses. I suggest that is 
common-sense, for surely it is far better to 
give a man an adequate house than to leave 
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him to live in the deplorable conditions which 
are all too common in our country. The frills 
must go, but the houses to be built will be 
good houses, fully maintaining the prevailing 
standards of construction, for I can assure 
you the Secretary of State is determined not 
to allow anything in the nature of jerry- 
building in any circumstances whatsoever.” 

Mr. John Wheatley, M.P., who also 
addressed the meeting, said, ““ Once you scrap 
standards you are sacrificing substance for 
shadow. You might very well alleviate the 
immediate problem, but you are immediately 
creating new problems for the future, and 
that is a very short-sighted policy.” There 
would be no opposition from the Labour 
Party to a policy of maintaining definite 
standards. 


Progress on the Forth Bridge 


CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS has been made 
with the design of the proposed Forth Road 
Bridge and consultations have already taken 
place with Sir Giles Scott with regard to 
certain architectural features. This was 
stated in a report of the Forth Road Bridge 
Joint Board submitted to the Midlothian 
County Council. 

Investigation into the various strata in 
which the work will have to be founded is 
complete, and also certain aerodynamic ex- 
perimental work in connection with the 
Severn Bridge, which is to be very similar in 
design. This work is described as in advance 
of anything carried out anywhere else in 
the world. 

All the survey work for the roads on both 
sides of the Forth has also been completed. 


New Towns 


THE SUGGESTION that it would be much 
more economical to build new towns and 
to transfer families from congested areas to 
these healthier environments, than to have 
slum-clearance schemes, was made by Sir 
Patrick Dollan when he presided at a “ New 
Towns” meeting of the Scottish Town and 
Country Planning Association in Glasgow. 

Sir Patrick estimated that it would cost 
abeut £300,000,000 to rehouse the 150,000 
odd families in one- and two-apartment 
houses in Glasgow, and he suggested this 
would be an impossible task for any city. 
however enterprising. Glasgow had incurred 
liabilities of almost £51,000,000 for housing 
in the last 30 years and it might have been 
wiser to have spent a large proportion of 
that for the creation of new communities 
elsewhere 


Prizes for Gardens 


To ENCOURAGE a greater interest in the 
keeping of municipal gardens, Aberdeen city 
is awarding prizes for the best-kept garden. 
Nine groups are to be formed in the city 
and three money prizes will be awarded for 
each group. In addition, a trophy, to be 
held for one year, will be awarded to the 
tenant with the best garden. 


Loading Tests 


OrFiciaL LOADING TESTS carried out at 
Newmains, near Wishaw, have fully sub- 
Stantiated recent claims of economies which 
could be effected in load-bearing cross 
walls and prestressed flooring planks in the 
construction of multi-storey flats. The tests 
were arranged by the consultants concerned, 
Mr. W. A. Fairhurst, Mr. Sam Bunton and 
Mr. Robert Bruce, and were demonstrated to 
representatives of Government departments 
concerned with the investigation of new 
building methods. 

The floor under test was composed of two 
inch-thick interlocking prestressed concrete 
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planks covered with a further inch thickness 
of concrete. The test loading was uniformly 
applied over two continuous bays or spans 
each 12 ft. wide until failure of the right- 
hand span occurred.

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STEEL FOR PRESTRESSED 
CONCRETE 


Cement and Concrete Association’s 
Statement 


IT IS ANNOUNCED that high-tensile steel 
wire and rod for prestressing concrete will 
be dealt with under special arrangements 
with the Government allocation scheme for 
steel. The Ministry of Works will be respon- 
sible for the allocation of high-tensile steel 
to all users for prestressing purposes, and a 
committee representing the Prestressed Con- 
crete Development Group and the concrete 
products industry will act on behalf of the 
Ministry, says a statement issued by the 
Cement and Concrete Association. 

This committee is now asking users for 
estimates of their requirements. It is pointed 
out that returns for high-tensile steel have 
to be made by the products manufacturers 
in cases where the units are stressed in the 
factory; by the builder or contractor when 
cables are made up and used to stress pre- 
cast or in situ concrete on the site; and by 
the manufacturer who makes up and supplies 
cables to products manufacturers or con- 
tractors for use elsewhere.

Scottish Housing Problems 


(THE difficulties that lie ahead of the 

Scottish housing programme were dis- 
cussed informally at a meeting in St. 
Andrew’s House recently between Com- 
mander T. D. Galbraith, R.N., M.P., Joint 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for 
Scotland and the Scottish Regional Council 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives. 

Commander Galbraith said he wished to 
give an assurance that the Government in- 
tended to embark on an expanding housing 
programme. To this end they would make 
every effort to overcome the present short- 
ages of materials. They would also en- 
courage a greater use of incentive schemes. 
Everything possible had to be done to re- 
lieve Scotland’s tragic housing position. 

The representatives of the building opera- 
tives said that the basic problem was the 
shortage of materials. Given the materials 
the building operatives would get the job 
done. To some extent the shortage of 
bricks for housing might be overcome by 
using substitute materials like concrete for 
the under-building of housing and for alk 
other forms of building. 

Incentive schemes had _ generally been 
welcomed by the operatives. The trouble 
was that not nearly enough of the building 
firms had introduced them. In other cases 
targets had been set so high that the opera- 
tives could not reasonably earn a bonus. 


Materials and Incentives 


ON THE DAY FOLLOWING his meeting with 
the Operatives, Commander Galbraith met 
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the Employers’ side of the Scottish building 
industry and they discussed material short- 
ages and incentives. 

The employers’ representatives said that 
more houses could certainly be produced if 
there was a settled housing policy, and if 
more materials were available on the sites. 
Incentive schemes, which the employers were 
disposed to encourage, were dependent on an 
adequate supply of materials. Other 
factors that would help were a _ national 
policy for substitute materials, and speedier 
payments for work done. 

Commander Galbraith said the Govern- 
ment fully appreciated the basic importance 
of the materials problem. He had carefully 
noted the many useful suggestions put to 
him in the helpful discussions he had now 
had both with employers and operatives. 
He had been happy to have the assurance 
from both sides of the building industry that 
the output of houses could be increased.

Association’s Chairman Retires 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR SCOTLAND 
has announced that Mr. A. G. McBain, 
C.A., demitted office as Chairman of the 
Scottish Special Housing Association on 
December 31. 

Mr. McBain, who has been Chairman of 
the Association since 1946, tendered his 
resignation in June because of the pressure 
of other business. In accepting the resigna- 
tion, the then Secretary of State for Scotland 
expressed appreciation of Mr. McBain’s 
services in reorganising the Association when 
he became Chairman, and for the active 
part he had since played in the Association’s 
day-to-day work. A successor has not yet 
been appointed. 

“No Jerry-building ” 

AN ASSURANCE that modified designs for 
houses, to save material and money, would 
not impair present standards of construction 
was given by Commander T. D. Galbraith, 
Under-Secretary of State for Scotland. when 
he addressed a meeting of employees of a 
building firm in Musselburgh. 

To get more houses quickly, non- 
traditional methods must be used, for these 
reduced building time by one-third. The 
Government intended to encourage designs 
which, by careful internal planuing and well- 
thought-out economies, required less material 
and reduced costs. 

“That course is absolutely essential,” he 
declared, “if we are going to get, as we 
must, more houses. I suggest that is 
common-sense, for surely it is far better to 
give a man an adequate house than to leave 
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him to live in the deplorable conditions which 
are all too common in our country. The frills 
must go, but the houses to be built will be 
good houses, fully maintaining the prevailing 
standards of construction, for I can assure 
you the Secretary of State is determined not 
to allow anything in the nature of jerry- 
building in any circumstances whatsoever.” 

Mr. John Wheatley, M.P., who also 
addressed the meeting, said, ““ Once you scrap 
standards you are sacrificing substance for 
shadow. You might very well alleviate the 
immediate problem, but you are immediately 
creating new problems for the future, and 
that is a very short-sighted policy.” There 
would be no opposition from the Labour 
Party to a policy of maintaining definite 
standards. 


Progress on the Forth Bridge 


CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS has been made 
with the design of the proposed Forth Road 
Bridge and consultations have already taken 
place with Sir Giles Scott with regard to 
certain architectural features. This was 
stated in a report of the Forth Road Bridge 
Joint Board submitted to the Midlothian 
County Council. 

Investigation into the various strata in 
which the work will have to be founded is 
complete, and also certain aerodynamic ex- 
perimental work in connection with the 
Severn Bridge, which is to be very similar in 
design. This work is described as in advance 
of anything carried out anywhere else in 
the world. 

All the survey work for the roads on both 
sides of the Forth has also been completed. 


New Towns 


THE SUGGESTION that it would be much 
more economical to build new towns and 
to transfer families from congested areas to 
these healthier environments, than to have 
slum-clearance schemes, was made by Sir 
Patrick Dollan when he presided at a “ New 
Towns” meeting of the Scottish Town and 
Country Planning Association in Glasgow. 

Sir Patrick estimated that it would cost 
abeut £300,000,000 to rehouse the 150,000 
odd families in one- and two-apartment 
houses in Glasgow, and he suggested this 
would be an impossible task for any city. 
however enterprising. Glasgow had incurred 
liabilities of almost £51,000,000 for housing 
in the last 30 years and it might have been 
wiser to have spent a large proportion of 
that for the creation of new communities 
elsewhere

GYPSUM ROCK, BUILDING PLASTERS AND 
PLASTERBOARD 


The Minister of Works has had discussions with 
the producers of gypsum rock, building plasters and 
plasterboard, and has now made three Orders,* 
operating as from December, 27, 1951, which will 
abolish the existing statutory control of the prices 
of these products.
